Presently, however, a delegation of 
the Cook County Qr^Mbaai olub, about one 
hundred strong, appeared upon the scene, 
and proceeded to distribute badges of their 
candidate. Plenty of the multitude ac- 
cepted the favors and attached them to their 
coate, but they kept up their cheering for 
Blaine Just the aaBie.

Tba modarate Improrement In trade no- 
ticed a week ago doee not yet seem to be 
more than the slight reaction which occa- 
sionally breaks a period of unceirainty and 
oomparative Inactivity. The signs of a last- 
ing improTamant in trada do not yat appear. 
Uncertainty aMB prarailt, aad barars are 
conaarvatlva, ooaflatag thair transactions to 
Immediate wanta in most branchee of bus- 
iness. In somu. moreover, the cold and wet 
spring has so far ourtailed trade that re- 
tailers ara aarryta« oyawloci a targar than 
nsnaL 

Thara ia oaoarMUnty abeat IIh tariff, and 

its effect upon many braaohaa of manufho- 
ture; about the cropa aad tba foreign da- 

mand for exiujrtable produota; about trans- 
portation rates in the near future, and about 
financial prospects. 

Crop prospects have not changed for the 
worse, but the extent of Ioks in winter 
wheat is more definitely realiEe<l, while the 
prospect as to spi iiig wheat and other crops 
is necessarily vague. With favorable 
weather, the general results would probably 
be fair, and in some quarters a decidedly 
hopeful fseling begins to prevail. Want of 
confidence in the near future is the prevail- 
ing tone in all the marketa. 

This cannot be attributed to financial in- 
fiuences, for money is over abundant and 
quoted at I i>er cent here, uothwlthstanding 
the renewal of good exports. The treasury 
has raised its prices paid for bonds, taking a 
large amount one day, but the only consid- 
erable offers since have been t'3,000,OoO at 
one-eighth above its new limit for fours, and 
a like amount three-eighths above its limit 
for foiirs-and-a-halfs. There is a growing 
impression that bonds will not be foi^hoom- 
ing at acceptable figures, If it Ijei-omes im- 
portant tor tho treasury to make large dis- 
bursements. During the pa.st week ths 
treasury has taken in a million and a half 
more than it has paid out, but the banks 
still receive some money from the interior, 
though at some northwestern points money 
is now going into the country aiid not to the 
east. There is no report of stringency or 
closeness anywhere, but complaints of slow 
collections do not diminish. 

The volumi of trade of interior cities is 
very good at Umaha and Minneapolis, but 
generally below that of last year. The ex- 
ports of principal products in May were 
larger in value by 1S per cent, than in the 
same month of 18a7, but because ot the 
heavy cotton shipmeut& The exports from 
New York for the past two weeks show a 
decrease of 15 per cent with only a slight 
decre.ise in imports. The iron trade mani- 
fests no improvement, though sales of 8i(,(X)(i 
tons of steel rails are reported for |80 at 
mill, and the allotment is said to be disre- 
garded by some eastern makers. Southern 
pig is quoted at $17 for No. 1, but the quality 
is not in all cases found satisfactory. Bar 
iron is weaker, with l.T&c to 1.80c quoted for 
large lots of best refined. In the dry goods 
buaineas there is a lack of activity, and yet 
in cotton goods a more confident feeling, 
with print cloths higher at 3. t<7c aud low 
grades of blaaohed goods very firm.

Brief mention was made Saturday of a 
party of railroad magnates who paaied 
through here Friday at noon over the 
Maysville and Big Sandy on a tour of in- 
spection. Tbe party conaiated,of General 
Ecboli, President of tbe Elisabetbtowa, 
I^zington A Big Sandy; Judge Bruce, 
attorney for tbe Louisville <& I^asbville; 
H. B. Huntington, Vioe Preiident and 
Manager of tbe Kentucky Central ; J. D. 
Yarriugton, First Vice President of the 
Newport News A Mississippi Valley ; 
and W. W. Monroe, General Freight 
Agent of the Chasepeake & Ohio. State 
Auditor Fayette Hewitt, Railroad Com- 
misaiooer W. fi. Flemins, T. L. Barrett, 
Freeident of the Bank of Kentucky, R. 
A. Robinson, a wholesale druggist of 
of Louiaville, Epbraim Sayre, a Lexing- 
ton banker, Henry T. Duncan, editor of 
tbe l-exinj,'ton Pres.s, CDinniodoro Hon- 
sbell and a few others were also aboard. 
The train consisted of three coaches, 
two of which were Pullman Palace cars, 
arranged with every comfort, and tbe 
party were biCvIng a delightful trip of it. 
They bad gone Kast over tbe C. AO. from 
Lexington as lur as Huntington. " Cinq 
Mars," a reporter of tbe Lexington Press^ 
in speaking of tbe trip says: " We started, 
after an early breakfast down tbe beauti- 
ful placid Ohio to inspect the new road 
built by Mr. Huntington fromAahland 
to Oineinnati, and 84 miles of which is 
completed and 60 miles ballasted between 
Maysville and Aibland. From Ashland 
to OIncinnat! is 200 miles by the way of 
Winchester, Paris and Covington. Down 
the Ohio River it is only 140 miles 
a saviag oi lizty'One milee. It may 
not be much of a local road, but for 
through freight and passengers from Cin- 
cinnati Eait it il a great tbiag for Mr. 
Huntington, wbo OMiid to bealooil aian 
years ago. 

"The building of tbia road cost much 
more than tbe contractors bargained for, 
and if it bad been known at first what it 
would cost it would never have been built. 
$36,000 a mile has been the cost so far. 
From the very first start at Ashland tbe 
road shows what has been expended, for 
it is the best road Weat of the Allegheny 
Honatains, and worthy to form a part of 
tbe greatest system on earth, the Hunt- 
ington system. This road, which runa 
along the Ohio through tbe most magnifi- 
cent scenery in the State has a grade of 
only thirteen feet to tbe mile in its steep- 
est grade, something that isremsrkable 
in railroad building in Kentucky. We 
would atrike atretcbes that for ten miles 
would be as straight and level as a die, 
and a^ smooth as a parlor floor chalked 
for a dance. As tbe train tlew along tbis 
road for the first time there waa no end 
of surpriaea in store for tbe men with the 
trained eye for railroada and for the love 
of scenery as well, for the road and 
scenery both were all that man and God 
could do in tbe way of perfection. It 
was voted that if ever M(^ Huntington 
made a mistake, it was not when he built 
this road.
